Greenpeace’s 
Ruzycki feted 
by region

QMI Agency Niagara 
Paul Ruzycki has spent more 
than half his life fighting for 
the environmental causes he 
believes in. 

But he’s not done yet 
The 49-year-old Port Colborne 
man was given a lifetime achieve¬ 
ment award last week as part of 
Niagara Region's Environment 
Awards. In its announcement, 
the region said Ruzycki has dedi¬ 
cated his life to raising awareness 


around algae blooms, climate 
change and water quality. 

"Through his work, Mr Ruzy¬ 
cki engages young people byrein- 
foiringtheimportanceofbecom- 
ing active and voicing concerns 
over environmental degradation 
to local, municipal and federal 
governments. Mr Ruzydd’swork 
has meaningful impacts not only 
in the Niagara community but 
worldwide," a press release about 
the awards said

Staying with Greenpeace 
as long as he is able 


"It's an honour, but it's not 
over yet," Ruzycki said Fri¬ 
day, the day after receiving the 

While Ruzycki has been rep¬ 
resenting Greenpeace for 26 
years, his work gained world¬ 
wide attention last fall when 
he and 29 other activists were 
arrested off the coast of Russia 
after two tried to board an oil 
rig in the Pechora Sea Sept. 18. 

The Greenpeace vessel Arc¬ 
tic Sunrise, on which Ruzycki 
was chief mate, was seized by 
Russian authorities. Everyone 
on board, as well as the two 
caught trying to board the oil 
rig, were arrested for piracy. 

The charges were eventu¬ 
ally lessened to hooliganism 
and then dropped entirely, but 
not before the group spent 101 
days in custody. 

“I didn't think the author¬ 
ities would come down the 
way they did. All we tried to 
do was hang a banner to show 
the world what was going on,” 
Ruzycki said. “Once we got 
out of jail and we had access 
to social media, we were all 
amazed at the amount of sup¬ 
port we gathered.” 

Rather than scaring him 
off activism, he said his time 
being detained “strengthened 
my conviction for what I do.” 

Ruzycki said he became inter¬ 
ested in fighting for the environ¬ 
ment as a young man when he 
was working on cargo ships. 


“We were sailing around the 
Great Lakes and I was shocked 
to see the environmental dam¬ 
age,” he said. 

Ruzycki said he will continue 
being involved with Green¬ 
peace as long as he's able. 

"I believe it’s the right thing 
to do. Greenpeace has nothing 
to gain by lying. We’re expos¬ 
ing the truth. We’re telling 
people what corporations and 
governments don't want peo¬ 
ple to see,” he said. 

Ruzycki spent the first half 
of 2014 at his home near Port 
Colborne, but plans to rejoin 
the Greenpeace crew by the 
end of July. 

The Russian authorities still 
have the Arctic Sunrise, but 
Greenpeace officials expect 
to get it back and move it to 
their port in Amsterdam in the 
coming weeks. There are two 
other vessels the organization 

“Hopefully, we can start 
campaigning with her again 
soon,” said Ruzycki. 

He doesn’t know where 
the next campaign might take 
him, but he said the arctic is 
the oil industry's next frontier. 

“The ice is becoming less and 
the waters are opening, so more 
ships can get up there,” he said. 
“But we already have more oil 
in known reserves than we can 
afford to bum. It’s insane.”

Wainfleet native takes reins of law society 
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When Canada 
came into its own 

J une 28 marked the 100th anniversary of the assassina¬ 
tion of Archduke Franz Ferdinand. 

On that day in 1914,19-year-old Gavrilo Princip shot the 
prominent Austrian on the streets of Sarajevo. This was the 
catalyst for the chain of events that started the First World 
War. 


It was proclaimed as the war to end all wars, but sadly it 
was not the end of international conflict. 

It was, however, the beginning of Canada's emergence as 
a country in its own right. 

Canada paid a terrible price for its transformation in 
the eyes of the world. 

Our death toll was about 67,000 along with a quarter mil¬ 
lion wounded. Considering our population at the time was 
about a quarter of what it is today, the “butcher’s bill” is 
sobering. 

Life at home also changed. Quite simply, it impacted 
everyone. 

As the Veterans Affairs Canada website notes: “The 
struggle involved virtually the whole country and made 
enormous demands on the Canadian people, whether they 
were involved in the actual fighting or remained on the 
home front to work in industry or farming to support the 
war effort.” 

It was the first conflict in which Canadian forces fought in 
their own units and under Canadian command, rather than 
strictly British command. 

Vimy Ridge was our finest moment in the war — taking 
it ensured troops could advance without falling to German 
fire. 

Our pride in our contribution to the war effort contrib¬ 
uted to a uniquely Canadian identity. As Veterans Affairs 
notes: “The victory at Vimy Ridge is celebrated as a national 
coming of age.” 

It was also part of the emergence of a distinctly Canadian 


Asked what single event created our sense of being 
Canadian as we know it today, many historians will point to 
the muddy trenches of France and the great sacrifices our 
relatively young nation made to do its part. 

In a sense the assassination of Ferdinand can be seen as 
a harbinger of things to come in the tumultuous century to 
follow. It was the triumph at Vimy that added some swagger 
to our step. 

A hundred years ago a seemingly small event in the 
Balkans changed the course of history, sending reverbera¬ 
tions around the world. 

It would change our country forever.

I esus was a man on the move and a 
I large part of His mission was healing 
{he sick, raising the dead and cleansing 
lepers. These maladies all have special 
significance in the spiritual realm. I 
would like to examine the last of these 
— that being leprosy, which is what sin 
can be described as-moral leprosy. 

In Isaiah 1:6 it says “From the Soul of 
your feet to the top of your head there 
is no soundness, only wounds and 
welts and open sores, no cleansed or 
bandaged or soothed with oil." Sin is 
as repulsive to God and even more so 
then the worse case of leprosy would 
be in our sight. Only the Lord can bind 
the broken hearted, dry up our running 
sores of sin and pour His healing oil 
into our raw wounds. He did that to the 
leper, but more of the later. 

This condition is also called Hansen’s 
Disease which was severe and incurable 
at this time and especially at this stage. 
How do we know this? Luke who wrote 
the gospel of Luke was also a doctor 
who said in Luke 5:12, “A man came 
along who was covered with leprosy.” 
We have all seen pictures of leprosy vic¬ 
tims, but why the disfigurement? 

The bodies warning system of pain 
is destroyed. “The disease acts as a 
anesthetic in bringing numbness to the 
extremities as well as to the ears, eyes 

The victims can wash their faces with 


scalding water and not feel a thing. Or 
grip a tool so tightly that their hands 
become traumatized and eventually 
stump like. In this sense we can all 
thank God for pain be it physical or spir¬ 
itual in that it alerts us to the fact that 
something is wrong and if ignored it 
will result in dangerous consequences. 
Someone has said that when the warn¬ 
ing lights appear on the dashboard of 
your car you wouldn’t take a hammer 
and smash them in would you? 

Part of a quote from C.S. Lewis says 
that the Lord whispers to us in our plea¬ 
sures but shouts to us in our pain. 

God uses our pain, sickness and afflic¬ 
tions that we might learn how much He 
loves us and grow in our faith. The leper 
in our story also face the psychological 
consequences of his leprosy which were 
just as serious as the physical. 

R.C. Sproul writes “you are not 
allowed near the temple and cannot 
enter the gates of Jerusalem, you had 
to live alone without the fellowship of 
family members or friends.” 

Banished from people, exiled from 
home - crying UNCLEAN, UNCLEAN 
wherever you went, can you imagine 
what that would do to your self image 
and not to mention your dignity? 

We’ve looked at No. 1. THE LEPERS 
CONDITION, now lets look at No. 2. 
THE LEPERS DETEMINATION. The 
leper probably thought to himself it’s 
now or never (to see Jesus). So with 
determination and desperation he 
pushes through the millin g crowds. 
They fan back, they insult him, they cry 


out unclean ,„ unclean but he doesn't 
care what people do to him. 

He knows what Jesus can do. He falls 
with his face in the dust in worship at 
the Masters feet. He begs Jesus know¬ 
ing that only Jesus can heal him but he 
only wonders if He will. He cries out in a 
raspy voice “Lord if you are willing, you 
can make me clean.” (Lk 5:12). 

Mark 1:41 says that Jesus was moved 
with No. 3. COMPASSION, which means 
that He was moved to the very bowels of 

His being. The Lord was not worried 
about defiling Himself because in Luke 
5:13 “Jesus reached out His hand and 
touched the man, I am willing, He said 
BE CLEAN,” immediately the leprosy 
left him. The power of touch can go so 
much deeper than mere words. 

This is a true story in which a man 
would go get a haircut every week 
because he wanted to feel someone 
touch him because he was so lonely. 

And now the Lord gave this leper 
his first sympathetic touch in many 
long years. He would be UNCLEAN, no 
more, he would be isolated no more 
and he would be rejected no more, and 
because of the Lord’s touch this leper’s 
skin became as pink as a newborn 
baby, his lips, ears and nose filled in. He 
would now return to his family, hug his 
children and kiss is wife. He had a brand 
new life. 

Do you touch the unlovelies of this 
world like Jesus did? If you give your life 
to Christ or if you have already given 
your life to Him you can truly sing “He 
touched me, and made me whole”

Voice of the Buffalo Sabres has throat cancer

Rick Jeanneret, the broadcast voice of 
the Buffalo Sabres, has been diagnosed 
with throat cancer. 

His wife, Sandra, confirmed the news 
last week. 

Jeanneret made the announcement 
during an interview with the Buffalo 

“He’s not doing any other interviews,” 
said Sandra. “He really is a private per¬ 
son. He did the one interview and is hop¬ 
ing that could be it for a litde while.” 

The 71-year-old television and radio 
play-by-play announcer, who lives in 
Niagara Falls, is a legend in the broad¬ 
casting world. 

Jeanneret has one of hockey's most rec¬ 
ognizable voices and is a household name 
among hockey fens. 

It's been reported he had a nagging 
sore throat that began late in the past 
NHL season. He thought it would pass, 


but when it didn’t he went to the doctor 
to have it checked. The doctor sent him 
to a ear, nose and throat specialist and 
the cancerous growth was discovered. 

Surgery is not an option, so Jean¬ 
neret will undergo radiation therapy. 
He has every intention of returning to the 
broadcast booth and fulfilling his obliga¬ 
tions to the Sabres, he said. 

Last season, he made a deal with the 
Sabres to call 47 of Buffalo’s games. 

“We sure appreciate everybody’s con¬ 
cern, but right now he would just like to 
have his privacy,” said Sandra. 

It’s reported Jeanneret has a “golf ball¬ 
sized growth" inside his throat He has an 
85% chance of recovery. 

The Sabres issued a statement 
expressing concern for their longtime 
announcer. 

“The Buffalo Sabres are deeply sad¬ 
dened to learn of Rick Jeanneret’s cancer 
diagnosis. RJ has been a vital part of the 
Sabres family and the Buffalo commu¬ 
nity for 43 years and this news undoubt-

Charlie Drummond’s life after brain surgery

Not long ago, he bought himself 
a top-of-the-line baseball glove. A 
Vinci. He custom picked the col¬ 
ours — black leather with deep 
blue laces. 

But he hasn’t used it yet. 

It sits in the basement of his 
Beamsvllle home, waiting for the 
day he can Join his buddies again 
in a game of softball. 

Charlie Drummond is fast. 
Quick with his glove. A combina¬ 
tion that makes him ideal on short 
stop, even in the outfield. He’s 
good on bat, too. He can send a 
ball sailing over the fence at 300 
feet and can hit an equally sharp 
hard line drive. 

He’s always been athletic. He’s 
competed in long Jump since 
Grade 3, and back in the 2000s, 
he had a crack at making it onto 
the Canadian long jump team. At 
five-foot seven, his personal best 
Jump was 7.8 metres, Just shy of 
the team minimum. 

Softball is for fun. 

And it was enjoying the sport 
he loved, that the first hint of trou¬ 
ble began. 

The balls started hitting him in 
the shins. He was losing his agility 
and glove-eye co-ordination. 

And he was getting headaches. 
Bad headaches with blurred 
vision that sent him on a medical 


goose chase looking for relief. 

His wife. Shannon Dawe- 
Drummond, thought he’d had a 
stroke. The left side of his face was 
drooping and his left eye was half 
closed. 

Life had been good until then. 
Charlie had landed a dream job 
painting cars at Toyota in Cam¬ 
bridge four years ago. A year later, 
he bought a home with Shannon. 
And last year, he was focused on 
the birth of his first child. 

And then, in a matter of weeks, 
it all seemed to fall apart. 

An MRI found a tumour near 
Charlie’s brain. It was not can¬ 
cerous, but it was growing in the 
bone near his optic nerve and 
pituitary gland. It’s called a chon¬ 
drosarcoma, and it needed to be 
removed. 

Charlie’s has had three surger¬ 
ies to date. 

The first was last December, at 
the Ottawa Hospital, just a week 
after the birth of his son, Brydon. 

After Charlie was diagnosed, 
he was taken to the Ottawa Hos¬ 
pital and the couple decided their 
son would be bom there, so that 
Shannon could stay with Charlie. 

Charlie spent more time in 
Shannon's room than his own. 
His impending fatherhood was a 
welcome distraction. 

Charlie had a second surgery 
on his 36th birthday, in January. 


And then a third and more 
drastic operation on May 13. This 
time, doctors cut open his skull, 
from midway past his left ear, 
over the top of his head, to part¬ 
way down die right side. 

It lasted 18 hours. 

Shannon knew he was getting 
better the day she walked into 
his hospital room and found him 
watching a Jays game on TV. 

Most of the tumour was 
removed, says Shannon. And 
now, Charlie faces seven weeks of 
radiation to make sure it doesn’t 
grow back. 

The couple had been fund¬ 
raising to send Charlie to Bos¬ 
ton where they’d hoped he would 
receive a therapy not offered in 
Canada. It was expensive — an 
estimated $300,000 including 
accommodation — and OHIP 
wouldn’t pay. 

However, they are more hope¬ 
ful that the radiation treatments, 
likely in August at Princess Mar¬ 
garet Hospital in Toronto, will be 
just as good. 

Still, they have expenses — a 
$3,000 payment to the hospital 
in Boston that tested his tumour; 
$70 a week for lodging during 
radiation treatments; not to men¬ 
tion the myriad of expenses that 
don’t relent even though Charlie 
is on long-term disability. 

Shannon owns Quantum Nia-

gara Gymnastics in Niagara Falls. It was 
started by family 18 years ago and Shan¬ 
non has run it for the last 11. 

She took two months off after Brydon 
was born, then was back at work. Char¬ 
lie isn't able to look after their baby on 
his own yet, so Shannon takes Brydon to 
work with her. 

Charlie gets tired easily, and has head¬ 
aches because of the surgery, that will 
eventually, hopefully go away. He can’t 
move his left eye to the far left. He is 
plagued with double vision and is both¬ 
ered by bright light 

His memory and language has also 
been affected. 

Not long ago, Shannon was asking him 
questions as part of his therapy. 

"If you're going fishing, what would 
you bring?” she asked. 

Charlie could only name a couple obvi- 

Shannon pressed on; “What would you 


put on your hook?" 

A passionate angler, he knew the 
answer — a tube jig — but he couldn’t 
find the right words. 

His hopes of playing softball this year 
are dubious, although he’s already been 
out to watch a few games. 

These days, the only balls he throws are 
to his dog Dakota. 

And when he tried running circles in 
his small, subdivision backyard, he was 
quickly winded. 

Shannon keeps life in perspective. She 
just wants to have her husband back. 
Healthy, and without tumours. 

"At the end of the day, if it doesn’t grow 
back, and the worst thing is an eye that 
doesn’t move, we’re lucky.”

Country station coming to Niagara

Country is coming to the city — again. 

RB Communications, which runs Giant 
FM, has announced it will be bringing a 
second radio station to Welland. 

The Canadian Radio-television and 
Telecommunications Commission 
(CRTC) has awarded a second FM licence 
to the company to operate Country 89 in 
Niagara. 

Come late fall, listeners will be able to 
tune in to 89.1 FM for today’s best coun¬ 
try such as top artists Taylor Swift, Blake 
Shelton, Brad Paisley and Miranda Lam¬ 
bert. 

The launch comes after more than 
two years of work and extensive market 
research to determine the best radio for¬ 
mat for the region, said president Pat St. 

“You could say we’re going back to our 
roots,” he said with a laugh. 

Before changing its format in 2005, 


Giant FM was known as Spirit 91.7 and 
provided Niagarans with their favourite 
country hits. 

“In the last five years, country has 
really come into its own again,” St. John 
said, reinforcing the decision to again 
move in the genre’s direction. 

Now that die licence has been issued, 
“the real work begins," St. John said. Dis¬ 
cussions have begun with technical staff, 
an antenna is being ordered and manu¬ 
factured in Italy, and work will begin to 
find station staff. 

St. John estimated Country 89 will cre¬ 
ate between five and seven new jobs at 
the Forks Rd. office, where both stations 
will be run. 

“We’ve been waiting a long time for 
this,” he said. 

"We want to make sure we do it right 
and bring the best station we can to Nia¬ 
gara.”

The land remains a farmer's field and 
looks virtually the same as it did 200 
years ago when Canadian, American, 
British and aboriginal warriors fought in 
the longest and bloodiest military opera¬ 


tion of the War of 1812. 

By the time it was over, the Battle of 
Chippawa, which was fought on July 5, 
1814, had claimed about 200 lives. 

The British were forced to withdraw 
and the Americans won the day. 

On Saturday, more than 800 re-enac- 
tors were on that same field, on the same

This lasting pain has been described as burning, aching, 
throbbing or stabbing and can result from something as little as a breeze or the 
touch of clothing on the skin. Older people are again at greater risk. Shingles 
may also result in skin infections at the site of the rash or scarring following 
healing of the rash. 

Fortunately, a vaccine is now available to boost your immune system 
and help to prevent shingles and its complications. It is called Zostavax and 
is available to adults over 50 years old. The vaccine cannot be used if you are 
already experiencing symptoms of shingles; it is only used for prevention. The 
vaccine is given as a single dose by injection just under the skin of the upper 
arm by a doctor or trained nurse. As all medicines and vaccines can have 
side effects, some people may experience redness, pain, swelling, or bruising 
at the site of injection or headache. These are the most common unwanted 
effects, but they are usually minor. This vaccine was found to reduce the risk 
of developing shingles by about 50-70% (depending on your age) within the 
first year after receiving the vaccine.

day, to recreate what it must have 
been like to fight in that battle. 

“We are here to commemorate 
this most significant event,” Jan¬ 
ice Thomson, chairwoman of the 
Niagara Parks Commission, told 
the large crowd. 

“We are here to recognize and 
honour the sacrifices made some 
two hundred years ago, to the 
exact date. These lands are now 
protected forever by the Niagara 
Parks Commission,” said Thom¬ 
son, adding the weekend events 
could not have taken place with¬ 
out the support of community 
partners and volunteers. 

The NPC acquired the site of 
the Battle of Chippawa in 1995 
and has preserved 300 acres of 
this pristine battlefield, the last 
remaining site from the War of 
1812. 

“The lands of Chippawa Bat¬ 
tlefield have remained virtually 
unchanged from that fateful day 
in 1814 when over 5,000 British, 
Canadian, American and Abo¬ 


riginal warriors were engaged in 
an intense, day-long battle that 
would result in the loss of 200 
lives,” said Thomson, adding the 
NPC takes great pride in manag¬ 
ing such an important heritage 
site and in helping Canadian and 

understand the rich history and 
the contributions that were made 
here two centuries ago. 

“Some of Canada’s most impor¬ 
tant and significant moments 
were enacted, fought and 
planned within these lands now 
protected by the Niagara Parks 
and you have our assurance that 
we remain committed to preserv¬ 
ing and enhancing these areas of 
national importance to all of us 
as a nation," said Thomson. 

Camp activities took place 
throughout the day. There was 
a welcoming ceremony featur¬ 
ing the Royal Military College of 
Canada and the United States 
Military Academy followed by 
the tactical battle at 2 p.m. There 


were also camp, horse and artil¬ 
lery demonstrations and the Bat¬ 
tle of Chippawa Commemorative 
Service was held at 5 p.m. 

On Sunday, events ran from 
noon to 3 p.m. and the WEGO 
shuttle service operated until 4 
p.m. 

Rick Hill, a writer and Six 
Nations historian, said many of 
their young warriors came to the 
Chippawa Batdefield where they 
fought against their cousins from 
across the river. 

“Nearly 25% of the total force 
of warriors from Grand River fell 
here and didn't return home. 
Their blood still stains here at 
this part of our Mother Earth,” 
said Hill. “While some warriors 
continued to fight on both sides 
throughout the duration of the 
war, our involvement in the War 
of 1812 came to a virtual end after 
this battle because every family 
was suffering and wanted their 
men to return home to protect 
our families.”

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Learn how to grow delicious cucumbers

I he cucumber is one 
-L of the top Eve most 
popular garden vegetables. 
Thanks to the good folks at 
the National Garden Bureau, 
let’s take an in-depth look at 
this tasty vegetable. 

History 

The cucumber is native 
to India, where it has been 
grown for almost 3,000 years. 

In ancient Egypt, cucum¬ 
bers were cultivated as a 
common food and the popu¬ 
lace savoured them dipped 
in brine. They also drank 
“cucumber water” as a weak 

The Romans served 
cucumbers raw or boiled with 
oil, vinegar and honey. 

The cucumber appeared in 
England during the reign of 
Henry VUI when Catherine 
of Aragon demanded them 
for her Spanish salads. By the 
time Elizabeth I ascended 
the English throne, five dis¬ 
tinct varieties were grown: 
Common, Turkish, Adder, 
Pear and Spanish. 

Cucumbers arrived in 
America with Columbus. He 
grew them in an experimental 
garden in 1493. By 1806 eight 
varieties of cucumbers would 
be found growing in colonial 


gardens. 

Physicians of the 17th cen¬ 
tury prescribed placing fever 
patients on a bed of cucum¬ 
bers so they would become 
“cool, as a cucumber.” 

The most famous pickled 
cucumber of the 19th century 
was the one first preserved 
by H.J. Heinz of Pittsburgh. 
Heinz began bottling pickles 
in 1870. 

In recent history, cucum¬ 
bers were grown in space by 
Russian cosmonauts aboard 
Salut-7 during a 211-day 
endurance flight. Cucumbers 
have been cultivated success¬ 
fully nearly one mile beneath 
the earth’s surface in an 
Ontario nickel mine during a 
food project sponsored by the 
Canadian government. 

Nomenclature 

Home gardeners refer 
to “cukes,” but botanists 
term this crunchy vegetable 
Cucumis sativus. Cucumbers 
are distant cousins to squash, 
pumpkin, melon and gourds. 
All are characterized by 
trailing vines with rough, 
hairy leaves. Cucumbers 
have yellow flowers that bear 
fruit that may be globular, 
oblong or cylindrical. Most 
cucumbers are a dark green 
colour and have prickly skin 
when immature but look for 
the white, yellow and brown

How to grow 

Cucumbers like to bask in 
the sun. The soil should be 
light, fertile and well-drained. 
Amending the soil with 
plenty of compost or well- 
rotted manure will ensure 
good yields. A soggy garden 
will promote disease and cut 
down production. 

How much space is allot¬ 
ted to the cucumber patch 
depends on the variety 
chosen. Standard types may 
spread 1.2 to 1.5 metres; 
grow them 1.2 to 1.5 m apart. 
Dwarf and bush varieties 
require much less space. 

Cucumbers are among the 
thirstiest of vegetables. The 
National Garden Bureau rec¬ 
ommends long, deep watering 
rather than frequent sprin¬ 
klings. Mulching will repay the 
gardener’s efforts threefold. 
Moisture is conserved, soil 
temperature remains uniform 
and weed growth is deterred. 
Once the seedlings have 
grown a few inches, put down 
a three- to four-inch layer 
of organic mulch or cover. 
Cucumbers are heavy feeders. 
A side dressing of 5-10-10 fer¬ 
tilizer at the time of planting 
and once a month thereafter is 
sufficient

Vertical culture 

It’s true that cucumbers 
ate greedy for space, but they 
needn’t dominate the entire 
vegetable plot They adapt 
well to vertical growing. Many 
types of support materials can 
be used for training cukes. A 
lattice, trellis or A-frame with 
netting is simple to construct 
and easy to incorporate into a 
garden design. Use a structure 
at least six feet high and place 
it a few inches off the ground to 
allow for air movement Help 
the young cucumber plants 
find the structure by placing 
their tendrils around the sup¬ 
port and tying them. Continue 
training vines up the support as 
needed. Growing cucumbers 
vertically produces straight 
blue ribbon quality cucumbers. 

Container Growing 

City dwellers can easily 
raise cucumbers on a patio, 
deck or in hanging baskets. 


ideal for container gardening. 
Wooden tubs, half wine bar¬ 
rels or any large container 
with drainage holes can be 
used. The standard cultural 
advice still applies: light¬ 
weight soil mix, fertilizer and 
plenty of water. Why not tuck 
a few cascading nasturtiums 
in the basket with the cucum¬ 
ber to provide food for the eye 
and palate both? 

Harvest 

There are three rules for 
harvesting cucumbers — 
pick, pick and pick. If mature 
fruit is left on the vine, the 
plant figures it has finished 
production and will stop 
setting new fruit. Sheers are 
mature when 15 to 20 centi¬ 
metres long. The larger slicing 
varieties should be picked 
before they are 25 centimetres 


harvested small, between 
eight and 10 centimetres. 

Most cucumbers reach 
maturity in 50 to 65 days. 

The fruit wifi be firm to the 
touch and the skin will have a 
uniform dark green colour. To 
avoid damage to the vine, cut 
or clip the cuke from the plant 
rather than twisting or p ullin g 
it. Refrigerate as soon as pos¬ 
sible for the freshest flavour. 

Cucumbers are not only 
easy to grow but delicious 
because of the fresh, crisp 
and cool flesh. Enjoy the 
fruits of your harvest in salads 
and salsas, on sandwiches or 
made into pickles. No matter 
howyou slice them, cucum¬ 
bers taste great
